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ComMMISSIONER Le Duc will again reeom- 
mend that Congress make an appropriation 
foranew building for the Department of 
Agriculture, and in his forthcoming report 
will submit plans ot such a building as he 
thinks desirable. The Commissioner will op- 
pose the appointment of a Commission such 
as is proposed by some of the cattle-breeders 
to inquire into the causes of disease among 
cattle and sheep. Mr. Le Duc says that such 
an investigation has been carried on under 
his own supervision for the last three years, 
and that the result will soon be made public. 
Acting on the report made to him 
by the various experts employed, he will 
recommend the passage of the bill intro- 
duced into the Senate last April by Senator 
Johnston, of Virginia, and which provides 
that any person who delivers for transporta- 
tion, or any railroad official who receives tor 
transportation, live cattle suffering with in- 
fectious disease of any kind shall be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


— — 


Axoxd the coal-dealers of Chicago there 
are forebodings of a scarcity of coal this 
winter, and of high prices in consequence. 
The early advent of freezing weather has 
locked up a vast quantity of coal afloat and 
on its way to this eity, the amount being esti- 
mated at from 70,000 to 100,000 tons; and the 
premature arrival of winter has also had the 
effect of increasing the demand, so that stocks 
have been very much reduced. It would seem, 
however, that there is no ground for the 
anticipation of a coal famine or of any very 
great increase in prices, as the railroads will 
in two or three weeks be able to transport 
immense quantities of anthracite that would 
otherwise have come by water, employing in 
this way cars that would otherwise return 
empty after having been loaded with grain 
to the seaboard. 


AT a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the New Orleans Pacific Railway held yes- 
terday in New Orleans, a resolution favoring 
the consolidation of that road with the Texas 
Pacific was unanimously adopted. Gov. 
Brown, who represented Tom Scott and the 
Texas Pacific, addressea the Directors after 
the passage of the resolution, and said that 
the action of the Directors was very satis- 
factory to himself and Col. Scott, because it 
meant that they were willing to codperate in 
extending the line as promptly as circum- 
stances would permit to the Pacific Ocean. 
The consolidation of the two roads and the 
extension of the line will make a continuous 
road from New Orleans by way of Shreve- 
port, Fort Worth, and El Paso to the Pacific 
Coast. 


THERE is a pretty general feeling that a 
refunding bill will be passed during the next 
session of Congress,—one similar in tenor to 
the Wood Refunding bill introduced last 
session. It is believed that Secretary Sher- 
man will recommend in his annual report the 
passage of such a bill, slightly modified. He 
agrees with Mr. Wood that the rate of inter- 
est of the new bonds should be 3½ per cent, 
but believes that the time of the bond should 
be shorter. There are now $200,000,000 worth 
of 5 per cent bonds, the last coupon on which 
will be taken up next January, and it is very 
desirable that these bonds -may be refunded 
at the low rate of interest recommended by 
Mr. Wood and the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 


Hearty, Mr. Parnell’s secretary, was 
elected to Parliament yesterday from the 
Borough of Wexford, and without oppo- 
sition. This is the first election which 
has taken place in Ireland since the 
general election, and is quite sig- 
nificant as showing Mr. Parnell’s power 
in the Irish constituencies. Mr. Healy, 
the member-elect, is under indictment for 
having intimidated a farmer who took a 
holding from which another was evicted. 
The fact that he was under ban, and that he 
was supported by Parnell, was Healy’s only 
claim to the support of the Wexford electors. 


Dr. BUCHANAN, of bogus medical-certifi- 
cate notoriety, and Martin V. Chapman, one 
of his bondsmen, were convicted at Phila- 
delphia yesterday on the charge of conspir- 
ing to defraud the Government of $5,000, that 
being the amount of the bond of Buchanan, 
and which Chapman tried to avoid paying by 
concocting a bogus story that Buchanan had 
committed suicide.

CONSOLIDATION. 
A LETTER FROM AUDITOR FRENCH TO Du 
oN AND HUNTINGTON, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New Vong. Nov. %—Some days since 
Sidney Dillon and C. F. Huntington, on behalf 
of the Union and Central Pacific Roads, re- 
spectively, addressed a note to the Auditor ot 
Railroad Accounts at Washington, Theophi- 
lus French, stating that at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Central Pacific Road the 
question of consolidation had deen in- 


as to the expediency and wisdom of such 
consolidation, and his views as to what would 
be the most equitable and fair terms upon 
which to bring it about. 

MR. FRENCH HAS ADDRESSED A LETTER 
to Messrs. Dillon and Huntington, giving a 
full, explicit, and interesting answer, and it 
is just made public. He says, after the pre- 
liminary paragraphs: 

First, as to the expediency and wisdom of 
such a consolidation. Let me say that a 
consolidation of the two companies own- 
ing the properties named appears to me 
to be not only a wise and expedient 
act, but also one absolutely necessary 
to the future prosperity of the proper- 
ties owned and controlled by them. There can 
be no question of the right to consolidate. Sec, 
16 of the act of Congress approved July 2, 1864, 
is absolute and conclusive on that point. I have 
nota particle of doubt that the consolidation 
will be ‘ PY 

GREATLY ADVANTAGEOUS 
to the properties themselves, to the creditors 
of the companies, including the United States, 
and to the public at large. Summarized, 
the consolidation means economy in 
operation, resulting from one gen- 
eral management. It means a great 
saving in the construction of many important 
feeders, and mutual benefit in the profits derived 
from the resuiting business. It means 
simptification of traffic arrangements with 
other companies as well as with shippers. 
IT MEANS ADDITIONAL SECURITY 

for creditefa, not only byr eason of the en- 
hanced value of the property, but from 
the extent of territory made _ tributary 
to its business. It means control of the so- 
called “ transcontinental traftic,” and that with- 
out detriment to the interests of the country at 
large, for, while reduced cost of service 
and increased business will enable lower rates to 
be made, the consolidation of interests insures 
stability and uniformity. 

Second, as to what would be the most equit- 
able and tair terms upon which to bring it 
about, let me say that the more the details of 
this question are investigated the more difficult 
ap ite solution. At the outset it is neces- 
sary refer to 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC 

with its nearly thirty-seven millions ($36,763,900) 
of capital stock, and its nearly twenty-nine 
millions ($28,872,000) of funded debt. 
This Company cannot be included 
in the consolid®tion, and its lease to 
the Central Pacific must probably be canceled, 
but nevertheless it should remain under the 
control of the consolidated Company, by some 
arrangement reducing its capital stock to a 
nearly nominal amount,and making it the prop- 
erty of the new Company. And so. also, with 
the 


SOUTHERN PACIFIO OF ARIZONA AND THE 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC OF NEW MEXICO. 


The capital stock and funded debt of the 
other companies whose lines are operated 
by the Central Pacific under lease 
would probabiy have to de disposed 
of in the same manner,—put into the ownership 
of thenew Company at some fair and equita- 
ble valuation. These amounts of capital 
stock and bonds thus disposed of would 
to a certain extent offset the amounts of 
capital stock and bondsof a similar kind owned 
by the Union Pacific Railway Company,—the 
Southern Pacific. say er miles, added 
to the Southern Pacific of Arizo- 
na, 375 mites, estimated, and the 
other lines operated by the Central Pacific, 
would make a total mileage of about 2,711 miles 
controlled by the Central Pacific Company, and, 
adding the 160 miles of the Southern Pacilic of 
New Mexico, would give 
A GRAND TOTAL 
of 2,871 miles. The roads operated by the Union 
Pacific Company aggregate, say 38,055 miles, not 
including the Julesburg branch (150 
miles) and the Summit County 
Railroad (22 miles) yet to be completed, and not 
including the centgal branch of the Union Pa- 
cific and leased lines (863 mites), the Kansas Cen- 
tral (119 miles), and Utah Southern lines (about 
240 miles), which, if included, would give a grand 
total of 3,949 miles. In any arrangement of 
terms of consolidation 
THE CONTROL 

of all these branch and feeding lines is para- 
mount in importance. Neither the real nor 
the accounting cost can be conclusive 
as to their value. The earnings, capaci- 
ty, and prospective settlement of the 
country through which they run become 
factors which cannot be overlooked. Careful 
consideration and a fair and candid exhibition 
of all the facts, with A view 
to great permanent mutual advantage, 
will be necessary to any just or 


| satisfactory settlement of this brauch of the 


question. The “road owned” of the Union 
Pacific” being, say, 1,815 miles, while that of the 
Central Pacific is but 1,205 miles, the difference 
is 610 miles in favor of the Union Pacific, 
while the stock of the Union is $50,762,300, 
as against $62,608,800 of the Central Pacific, or 
the former at the rate of, say $28,000 per mile, 
and the latter at $52,000 per mile. 
TO EQUALIZE THIS 

the mileage of the Central Pacific could be in- 
creased, or the: amount of capital stock de- 
creased, the former by taking into the Central 
Pacific the entire road and property of the 


canceling its stock, or the latter by increasing the 
capital stock of the consolidated Company to 
$150,000,000, ziving $90,000,000 to the holders of 
the Union Pacific stock, and giving $60,000,000 to 
the holders of the Central Pacific stock. I am fre 
to confess that my own views would be to adopt 
the former plan and make the Southern Pacific 
part of the Central Pacific, canceling its stock. 
The property of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, the 1,815 miles of railroad between Ogden 
and Council Bluffs, Kansas City and Cheyenne, 
and Leavenworth and Lawrence, 

I UNDOUBTEDLY MUCH MORE VALUABLE ~ 
in earning capacity, and has a more immediate 
future prosperity than that of the Central Pa- 
cific, even including the Southern Pacitic, which 
would make 1,92 miles. While the gross 
earnings per mile of the former are larger, 
the operating expenses per mile are consid- 
erably smaller for business done, and the net 
earnings are more than two-thirds greater. To 
counterbalance this, however, is the possession 
of the Bouthern route to the Atlantic, and the 
prospective increase of local business in Cali- 
fornia on the part of the Central Pacitic. 

THE COAL MINES 
owned by both companies in Wyoming Terri- 
tory and the prospective business of carrying 
their product must become much more valuable 
to the new Company than they could be to the 
separate organizations. The line of railroad 
which it is proposed to build from some point 
near Ogden to Oregon becomes a certainty 
through consolidation, and is relieved of all 
complication as to participation in construction 
and profits. The business of Montana, Idaho, 
Washington, and Oregon Territory north of 
the fortieth parallel of latitude 
MUST EVENTUALLY BECOME MUCH LARGER

Everything seems to 
point to an equal division of the stock of the 
new consolidated Company, which at $125,000,000 
would give the Central Pacific nearly its present 
amount, and would increase the Union Pacific 
about 23 per cent.

WASHINGTON RUM-SHOPS. 


Maynard’s Crusade. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., Nov. 24.—The question 
whether the Government shall make itself a 
party to licensing rum- shops on the squares oc- 
cupied by the public buildings has taken a 
new turn. The President. through his secretary, 
has called on Mr. Riddle, the attorney for 
the District, for a full opinion on the question 
at issue, and this second opinion from this of- 
ficer has been transmitted to the President. In 
asking for this legal advice, the President sent 
to Mr. Riddle all the papers connected with the 
protest of Postmaster-General Maynard 
against licensing the grog-shops about his 
Department. In this matter, Riddle advised 
the District Commissioners that Mr. Maynard's 
protest was effective, but that, being a Cabinet 
officer, he would have a right to an opinion from 
the Attorney-General. The Commissioners took 
this to the President, and 

ARGUED AGAINST MR. RIDDLE’S POSITION 
that the Government was a property-holder on 
any square where its buildings were in such sense 
asmade its assent under the law necessary to 
procuring a license. They also ciaimed that the 
Commissioners had no discretion in regard 
to granting a license when any ap- 
plicant appeared with a request signed 
by a majority of property-owners on the 
square. The whole matter was then referred to 
the Attorney-General, the President saying to 
the Commissioners that his own views coincided 
with their own, but he would lay the matter be- 
fore the Attorney-General. Soon after it was 
found that Attorney-General Williams had 
given an opinion that in this mutter of license 
the Commissioners 
HAD FULL DISCRETION. 
This probably led to the President sending the 
case back to Mr. Riddie for a further opiaion. 
This officer, in response, has furnished the Pres- 
ident with a second opmmion in full, and very de- 
cidedly to the point. He first holds 
that under the law an applicant must 
appear before the Board with a petition 
for license approved by a majority of 
property-hoiders and househoiders on both side 
of the street where it is proposed to open the 
liquor saloon. If. the Government owns prop- 
érty on the square its consent must be obtained. 
The proper officer to express that consent is the 
head of the Department under whose charge 
the property may be, or the President as the 
bead ofall. Thirdly,a protest from such head 
of Department. 
IS NOT NEEDED. 

If the applicant for license does not obtain it, 
the Board has no authority to grant his petition. 
Lastly, the law is in the interest of the protection 
of the public morals, and so gives to the occu- 
pants of a square the power to prevent nuisances 
in their immediate vicinity. It is clearly the 
right and the duty of the head of a department 
to protect the large body of clerks under him 
from the influences of grog shops about the de- 
partments. Mr. Riddle also took the ground 
that even after all the required sig- 
natures had been obtained ‘to a re- 
guest for license the Commissioners by the 
clear provisions of the law and by the opinions 
of the Attorney-General had full discretion to 
refuse any license. This gives afresh interest 
to the question of the Government giving its 
consent to the licensing of these establishments 
about its own property. The final action of tho 
President is awaited with much interest.

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THE CURRENCY. 
CONTROLLER'S REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—The tollowing is 
a portion of the annual report of the Controller 
of the Currency. The remainder, which consists 
of a review of the operations of the National- 
bank system since resumption, and the estimate 
of the amount of currency and coin in the 
country, and the amount in National, State, and 
savings banks, and in the hands of the people 
on the date of resumption by coin payments, 
and on Nov. 1, 1879, and Nov. 1, 1880,is not yet 
completed, but will be ready for publication in 
the course of a few days. 

The amountiof National-bank and legal-tender 
notes outstanding Nov. 1, 1880, and the aggregate 
amounts of both kinds of notes for the same 
date in 1878 and 1879, was as follows: 
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The aggregate amount of both kinds of notes 
in 1879 was $651,815,520, and in 1878, $666,333, 197. 
The law provides that after specie payments are 
resumed the National banks shail not be fur- 
nished with motes of less denomination than 85. 
andin accordance with this provision no notes 
of denominations of $1 and $2 have been issued 
since the Ist day of January, 1879. The amount 
of ones outstanding that day was $4,793,317, and 
of twos, $2,924,990. Total, $7,718,747. Since that 
date the ones have been reduced $2,501,355, and 
the twos, $1,717,670, making a total reduction of 
small bank notes of $4,219,025. The amount of 
legal-tender notes of the denomination of $1 
outstanding at that dgte was $20,257,100, and of 
twos, $20,005,525. Total, $40,282,634. The increase 
since that date to Nov. 1. 1830, has been $5,491,534. 

Thus it will be seen that while the smail notes 
of the National banks have been 

REDUCED MORE THAN FOUR MILLIONS 
($4,219,025), in compliance with the law, since the 
date of resumption, the legal-tender notes of 
the same denominations have been increased 
$3,491,584. The total amount of these denomi- 
nations of both kinds outstanding Nov. 1. 1880, 
is $47,283,940. The total increase during the 
year is $3,305,575. The decrease during the year 
previous was $3,649,451. Of the entire amount 
of National-bank and legal-tender notes now 
outstanding, nearly 7 per cent consists of $1 and 
$2 notes, more than 31 per cent of ones, twos, 
and fives, and more than 58 per cent is in notes 
of a less denomination than $20, and 80 per cent 
is in notes of a lower denomination than $50. 

Of the entire issue, about 2 per cent is in de- 
nominations of $50 and upwards. The amount 
of circulation of the Bank of France Jan. 30, 
1879, was $458,194,166, showing an increase be- 
tween that time and Jan. 20 of $6,100,707. The 
Imperial Bank of Germany issues no notes of 
a less denomination than $7.50, and the Bank of 
France issues but about $2,000,000 in notes of a 
less denomination than $5. The Bank of En- 
gland issues no notes less than $25, and the 
Banks of Ireland and Scotiand none less than 
$5. The amount of circulation in this country 
in denominations of $5 and under was $214,326,838 
Nov. 1, 1880. In the foreign countries named a 
large amount of silver and gold coin of the low- 
er denominations enters into general circula- 
tion. It will be impossible to keep in circulation 
any large amount of small gold coins or silver 
dollars unless the coinage of the latter is re- 
stricted and the small notes withdrawn. 

BONDS. | 

Tho total amount of United States bonds held 
as security for circulating notes on the Ist of 
November, 1880, was $359,748,959. On Oct. 1, 1865, 
the total amount of bonds held for this purpose 
was $276.250,550, of which $199,307,950 was in 6 
per cents and $76,852,600 in 5 per cents. On Oct. 
1, 1870, the banks held $246,891,300 6 per cents and 
$95,942,550 5 per ceuts. Since that time there has 
been to Nov. 1, 1879, a decrease of $185,211,550 in 
6 per cent bonds and an increase of $51,137,200 in 
5 per cents. 

The banks now hold $26,988,950 of 4% per cents 
which have been deposited since Sept. 1, 1876, 
and $119,075,100 4 per cents which have been de- 
posited since July 1, 1877. 

During the year, $19,243,300 4 per cents have 
been withdrawn, chiefly for the purpose of real- 
izing the large premiums on these bonds, and 
$22,370,750 5 per cents deposited, which will 
mature ina few months. The banks still hold 
$8,000 6 per cent 5-20 bonds and $526,900 5 per 
cent 10-40 bonds, upon which interest has ceased. 
They also hold 614,552, 850 of 5s. of 1881, which are 
redeemable the Ist of next May, and $2,046,000 
6s of 1881, payable the Ist of January next, and 
$50,432,150 6s of 1881, which are redeemable the 
Ist of July next. 

All of the 5 and 6 per cent bonds now held by 
the National banks, with the exception of the 
Pacific Railway bonds, will mature on or before 
July 1, 1881, and will probably be replaced by 
bonds bearing interest at 4 or 4% per cent, or by 
new bonds hereafter to be issued by authority 
of Congress bearing a less rate of interest. 

The amount of bonds held by the National 
banks Nov. 1, 1880, was $403,360,350, and the 
amount held by other banks and bankers of the 
country in the above table is $228,063,104.

BANK CAPITAL AND DEPOSITS. 

The increase in the net deposits of National 
banks during the year was $187,385,075; of sav- 
ings banks, $34,508,205; of private bankers, $42,-

$61,713,761, making a total increase inthe bank 
deposits of the couptry of $326,356,815. The 
total number of National banks, State banks, 
savings banks, private bankers, ectc., in the 
country June II, 1880, was 6,502, with a total 
banking capital of $§650,049,300, and total de- 
posits of 2.

The total losses charged off during 
the last five years are more than 2 
per cent of the entire capital of the 
banks, During the last five years the average 
number of banks annually passing dividends 
on account of losses have been 279; the average 
amount of capital upon which no dividends 
have been paid during that time was $42,266,244, 
from which it follows that for a continuous 
period of five yéars about one-seventh of the 
whole number of banks in operation have paid 
no dividends, and that nearly one-tenth of the 
total capital has been unremunerative.

REFUNDING. 
LEGISLATION RBCOMMENDED.

WASulx Gro. D. C., Nov. 24.—Treasury officials 
express the opinion that there will be some leg - 
islation at this session of Congress that wiil 
facilitate refunding. This opinion is based on a 
knowledge of the fact that Secretary Sherman, 
in his annual report, which was completed to- 
day, will recommend the passage of a law 
authorizing the conversion of the 5 per cents, 
which will be due next year, into a low-rate 
bond, and that the proposition of Secretary 
Sherman more dearly approaches the views 
of the majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee, as reported in the 
Wood bill of last year, than was at that 
time supposed to be possible. Secretary Sher- 
man approaches the Fernando Wood scheme on 
the point of the rate of interest, 3% per cent, 
but, unlike Fernando Wood, he wishes 

A MUCH SHORTER BOND. 

It is a matter of a good dealof concern to the 
holders of the $200,000,000 of 5 per cents due next 
May and July that Congress shall take some 
action upon the subject, as the bonds of that 5 
per cent loan were raised payable in ten 
years at the option of the Government, 
without any option, however, in the holder 
of the bonds. There only remains one coupon 
on these bonds, therefore, and this will be due 
Jan. next. After that the bonds will cease to 
draw interest unless converted into registered 
bonds or refunded under a law yet to be enacted. 
Should Congress fail to pass any refunding law 
it will probably be in the power of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to convert those $200,000,- 
000 into 


REGISTERED FOUR-PER-CENTS, 
under the general refunding law, provided Con- 
gress shail make a suflicient appropriation 
to enable the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing to print the new 
bonds. The conversion ot such a large sum into 
registered stock would be a costly proceeding, 
both as regards the expense of printing and the 
clerical work necessary to the conversion. The 
National banks which have these 5 per cents 
deposited as a security for their circulation are 
ina much better condition than private indi- 
viduals. This is due to the fact that when 
Treasurer Gillfillan entered upon the duties of 
his office he required the National banks to 
convert these coupon bonds into registered 
bonds. Mr. Gillfillau very wisely did not care 
to take the responsibility of keeping in a 
single Svault under the custody of one or 
two messengers at low salary between two and 
three hundred millions of securities as easily 
negotiable as a legal-tender note. Accordingly, 
whéther the banks desired it or not, he had their 
5 per cents converted into P 
REGISTERED STOCK, 

issued in the name of the United States Treas- 
urer as trustee for the various banks, and the 
consequence is that, if Congress shall decline to 
pass any refunding law, the banks will lose no 
interest on their 5 per cents, as the interest con- 
tinues on registered bonds until they are re- 
deemed or converted, while it stops upon the 
coupon bonds. The National banks, in the 
event of any legislation, will therefore have to 
thank the prudence of Treasurer Gilfillan for 
their own good fortune. 


LE DUC’S OFFICE, 
INTERESTING FACTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—Commissioner 
Le Duc, in his annual report, will strongly rec- 
ommend that a new building for the Department 
of Agriculture be erected. The plans of the 
proposed structure have already been finished. 
In appearance the building, as shown in the 
plan, reminds one of the pictures of the Syden- 
ham Crystal Palace. The officesand work-rooms 
of the Department are arranged upon the four 
sides of a hollow parallelogram 1,000 feet in 
length by 500 feet in depth, the inclosed 
space to be made a conservatory for the 
preservation of specimens of plants and trees 
valuable for economic or ornamental purposes 
which can be grown in any portion of the coun- 
try. It is proposed to place these in the space 
alloted to the States where they can be the most 
easily and profitably grown.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN WILL RESUME HIS BEO- 
OMMENDATIONS. 
Spectal Dispatch to Chicago Tribune, 

WasHinorTon, D. C., Nov. 2%.-—It is now pretty 
well understood that Secretary Sherman, in his 
annual report, will take very strong grounds 
against the silver dollar unless an additional 
numberof grains of silver can be put into it, 
ana the present dollar brought to be nearly 
equal to the bullion value of gold. He will un- 
doubtedly take the position that the permanent 
success of resumption will be imperiled if the 
present standard silver dollar is retained with- 
out any modification of the law. He will refer 
to the fact that the banks and Clearing- House 
decline to receive it on the same basis as 
they do gold or legal- tender, and that many of 
them will only take it as a special deposit, while 
the New York Clearing- House will receive 
neither silver nor silver certificates. He will 
protest that under the operation of the existing 
law the amount of gold will be constantly re- 
duced, while the stock of silver would be in- 
creased in the vaults, and that this condition of 
things will be unfavorable to the continuance 
of resumption. He will, in short, reassert ail his 
old views on the subject of the silver dollar, and 
while admitting that it is in pointof law the 
equal of the gold dollar as a legal tender, he will 
insist that it ought not to remain equal, and can- 
not with the present number of grains of silver 
remain equal, unless it is the intention of Con- 
gréss ultimately to adopt the silver standard, 


PENSIONS. 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Nov. 24.—The following is 
an abstract of the report of the Commissioner of 
Pensions: 

On the 30th of June last the pension-list con- 
sisted of 132,212 army invalids; 78,772 army 
widows, minor children, etc.; 2,060 navy invalids; 
1,870 navy widows, minor children, etc.; 10,138 
surviving soldiers and sailors of the war of 1812, 


and 24,760 widows from that war,—a total of 250,- . 


802,—an increase since last year of 8.047. 

During the year, 19,545 new pensions were 
allowed, and 1,377 pensioners previously drop- 
ped were restored; 12,875 were dropped. 

The annual pensions average $103.34,—an ag- 
gregate for all of $25,917,906.60. Exclusive of the 
arrears, the payments for the year amounted to 
$37,046,185.89, of which $12,468,191.20 was accrued 
pension in the new cases. 

The payment of arrears commenced in May, 
1879. There was paid in May and June of that 
year $3,933,386.63, and $19,980,808.23 during the 
last fiscal year, The total amount paid out for 
pensons during the year was 

$57,026,994. 12. 

The Commissioner estimates that it will re- 
quire upwards of $50,000,000 to pay the pensions 
for the current year. An equal amount is esti- 
mated for the next year. 

The number of cases in which arrears of pen- 
sion have been allowed up to Nov. 1, the date of 
the report, is 43,917. The average in each case 
is $660.15. These cases were settled from the 
commencement, so as to distribute them in 
equal proportions throughout the country, 
month by month, as the work progressed, 

During the nineteen years from June, 1861, to 
July, 1880, 412,459 army and navy claims for in- 
valid pension were filed, and 278,488 claims in 
behalf of army and navy widows, minor chil- 
dren, and dependent relatives; 168,866 of the in- 
valids and 193,494 of the other classes were 
placed on the pension-rolls. Under the acts of 
Feb. 14, 1871, and March 9, 1878, granting pensions 
on account of service in the war of 1812, 34,330 
survivors presented claims, and 40,020 widows; 
25,470 of the survivors and 29.898 widows have 
been pensioned. There were on the 30th of June 
282,597 live unsettled claims for pension of the 
army and navy classes, and 17,749 claims for 
pension on account of service in the war of 1812, 
for bounty land warrants, and for increase of 
pension. There were allowed during the year 
14,631 original pensions of the army and navy 
classes, which is more than have been allowed 
in any year since 1871. 

Annexed to the report is a number of valuable 
statistical tables, which cannot be given in full; 
but one is worthy of particular mention, show- 
ing the number of pensioners borne upon the 
rolls at the end of each fiscal year from 1861 to 
1880, and the amount of money paid out for pen- 
sions each year. The total aniount for the 


twenty years is 
$455, 718,505.70. 

The Commissioner refers to the new record of 
claims, which has been in course of preparation 
for many months, and is now approaching com- 
pletion, which classifies the claimants by their 
proper military organization. These records, 
when completed, will comprise 176 volumes of 
250 pages each, and contain a record of the 
claims on account of service in 2,268 regiments, 
194 battalions, 706 independent companies, 708 
batteries, and 46 staff-corps. 

The reorganiztion in November last of the of- 
fice force engaged in settling the army claims 
for service in the War of the Rebellion, and re- 
arrangement of the files to correspond, has been 
of great advagtage to the service. This re- 
arrangement is upon geographical lines, so that 
all claims on account of service in New York 
organizations are settied in one divsion, and on 
account of Pennsylvania service in another, and 
so on.

INDIAN PENSIONS, 
oh account of service in the three regiments of 
Indian Home Guards raised in the Indian Terri- 
tory, which have been a source of much trouble 
in the Department for many years. In 
1879 the # Commissioners detailed two 
Special Agents to visit the Territory and 
investigate the claims upon their merits. The 
investigation was successful, and the claimants 
are about to be paid their dues. A large sum of 
accrued pension is due in each case, which, un- 
der the law, must be paid by check issued by the 
Pension Agent. The Commissioner says that 
there are no banks or other financial institu- 
tions in the Territory pon which the pension- 
ers cAn depend to ange, at a reasonable 
rate, current money for their pention-checks, 
and the pensioners are in danger of being over- 
reached and defrauded of their pensions by un- 
scrupulous speculators and adventurers, who 
infest the Indian and border set- 
tlements, unless some precautions shall 
be taken for their protection, anc 
recommends liegisiation to authorize the 
accrued pension to be paid in installments not 
to exceed $200 each, as a measure of protection.

whose pension® annually amount to about $300,- 
000, which has been paid to the Treasurer of the 
Home and disbursed under the direction of the 
Managers, who plaim that this course is justified 
by the law, and is necessary in order to secure 
proper discipline and good order among the in- 
mates.

President Humphreys on the Pol- 
icy of the Wabash. 


His Road Entitled to One-Half 
the St. Louis Business, 


The Vanderbilt-Burlington-Santa 
Fe Combination Hoax. 


Railroads at St. Paul Unable to Carry 
All the Freight Offered. 


PRESIDENT HUMPHREYs. 

Mr. Solon Humphreys, President of the Wa- 
bash, St. Louis & Pacific, arrived here yesterday 
morning from St. Louis. A Tareung repre- 
sentative called upon him last evening to ascer- 
tain the object of his visit and get such other in- 
formation as would be of interest. 

Mr. Humphreys said the principal object of his 
present Western trip was to attend the meeting 
of the stockholders of his road at St. Louis, held 
there a day or two ago, the proceedings of which 
have already been published. He came to Chi- 
cago to meet Vice-President Perkins, of the 
Burlington, to complete some details regarding 
the building of the line from Humeston to 
Shenandoah, which it had been agreed at New 
York a short time ago, to build jointly 
by the two companies. At the New York meet- 
ing Mr. Perkins, of the Burlington, and Mr. 
Hopkins, of the Wabash, were appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange some detuiis for the building 
of the line, which could not be arranged at the 
time the New York meeting was held. As Mr. 
Hopkins was not able to come here at present, 
he (Humphreys) was just out West, he agreed to 
take the load off Mr. Hopkins’ shoulders. Mr. 
Perkins and himself met at the Burlington 
otlice, and everything appertaining to the imme- 
diate construction of the road from Humeston 
to Shenandoah was amicably and satisfactorily 
arranged, and the road will be pushed to comple- 
tion as speedily as possible. 

With — to the present railroad war Mr. 
Humphreys stated that as far as his Company 
was concerned there was no anxiety to bring 
about a cessation of hostilities by making con- 
cessions to other lines. The abash would 
under no consideration enter upon any ar- 
ragement except upon the terms of the New 
York agreement. Hethought the arrangement 
by which the Wabash was to get one-third of the 
St. Louis business was perfectly fair and equita- 
bie, and his road had certainly made a con- 
cession in agreei to accept so little. It had 
been demonstrat since Wabash is 
entitled to more an amount, 
and after having secured its ter- 
minal facilities it would not be 
content with less than one-half of the business. 
When the New York arrangement was made Mr. 
Humphreys said the Illinois Central was not 
taken into consideration. The idea was that the 
Wabash was to get 3344 per cent of the business, 
and the Alton 66% percent. This was certainly 
as large a proportion as the Alton could well de- 
mand. He felt quite certain that President 
Blackstone agre to this arrangement, yet is is 
probable that Mr. Blackstone acted under a mis- 
apprehension. But, however this may be, the 
Wabash would not recede from the position it 
had taken, and would make no peace except 
upon the terms of the New York agreement, 
which he considered perfectly fair and just. He 
could see no reason why the Illinois Central 
should be considered a St. Louis line, or why it 
should have a portion of the business. The Al- 
ton and the Wabash were the only direct St. 
Louis lines from Chicago, and no other lues

Only the sleeper runs through on that line, and 
the passengers in all others had to be trans- 
ferred at Effingham into cars of the Vandalia 
Line, and it often ms that the St. Louis 
passengers have to wait several hours at Effing- 
ham for the Vandalia connection.

Mr. Humphreys says he expects the Wabash 
to reach its depot at Twelfth street in about a 
month. He considered that location central, 
and about as good as the location of the depots 
of the other roads, and after be able to run 
its trains there, the Wabash would no longer de- 
mand a $1 differential rate, but would make its 
rates the same as by Other routes. But until 
then his road would insist upon sell tickets 
fur $1 less than by any other route, unless some 
satisfactory arrangement between the various 
roads was made in the meantime. There 
was no ~~ pepe’ of keeping up the present 
low rates. If the Alton and the other 
Western roads would advance their rates to 
such figures as wil: enable them to meet the 
rates of the unlimited tickets sold during this 
war,—for instance, $5 to St. Louis and 88 to 
Kansas City,—the Wabash would at once ad- 
vance its rates corres dingly, making the 
rate by its line to Bt. uis $4, and to Kansas 
City $7; and it would make its rates the same as 
by other routes as soon asit had proper depot 
facilities in this city.

TRIBUNE that his road had offered to accept 8 
od cent of the Chicago business to Missouri 
ver points until it had been located properly 
in its 22 freight houses on Twelfth street 
and Thi avenue was probably correct.

Mr. Humphreys was also interrogated regard- 
ing the reported coalition between the Vander- 
bilt interests and the Boston syndicates control- 
ling the Burlington and the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé to checkmate. Jay 
Gould. He said all he knew about 
it was what he had seen reported in the news- 
papers. He did not believe that there is a word 
of truth in the reports, and they looked as if 
they had been invented forthe purpose of in- 
fluencing the stock market. If there was any 
truth in the matter he thought he would have 
received some information upon the subject be- 
fore this time. Mr. Humphreys did not think 
that a meeting of Presidents or General Mana- 
gers would be held during his present visit to 
settle the trouble regarding the passenger busi- 
ness,as he could not see how they could be 
brought together, no one desirmg to take the 
initiative in callmg such a meeting. 

This morning he intended to see the officials of 
the. Western Indiana to find out how soon they 
would be ready to let the Wabash make its 
terminus at Twelfth street. In the afternoon he 
expects to leave again for the East.

THE VANDERBILT ®OMBINATION. 

The railroad people are gradually settling 
down to the belief that the reported coalition 
between Vanderbilt and the owners of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and Atchison, Tope- 
ka & Santa Fé Railroads was a canard 
gotten up for stock-jobbing purposes.

PITTSBURG & HARRISBURG, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune.

The vote of Maine for the straight Green- 
back Electors was only 4,373, and thatis the 
only vote which can be counted in such a 
table. The estimate for Delaware is 300 too 
high; for Illinois, 1,000; for Indiana, 700; 
for Iowa, 1,200; for Kansas, 500; for Min- 
nesota, 800; for North Carolina, 1,300; for 
Virginia, 800; for West Virginia, 1,000; and 
the vote of Texas is wholly an unknown 
quantity. On the other hand the Weaver 
vote of Michigan is 34,895; instead of 19,839, 
as given above,—a difference of 15,000 votes 
the other way. Putting the vote of Texas at 
25,000, Weaver will have about 306,000 votes, 
But his total poll is quite likely to go under 
$00,000, which would be about 3 per cent of 
the whole vote. It is true that Peter Cooper 
had only 81,000 votes, but if the Presidential 
election had taken place in 1878 instead of 1876, 
the Greenback candidates would very likely 
have received 750,000 votes, allowing for the 
return of many voters who supported Green- 
back candidates for Congress to their own 
party in a Presidential issue. The fiat organ, 
if it wishes to get at the truth about the 
Greenback-Labor party, will compare the 
vote this year with that for 1878.

house orchurch. So Chicago will to-day sit 
down to its well-basted turkey and plum- 
pudding as cheerily and go to the sanctuary 
with as thankful a heart for blessings re- 


reunited at the well-laden board with as full 
hearts and with as merry cheer as may be 
found in the most grateful locality among 
the New England hills and rocks. 

It emphasizes the blessings of this anniver- 
- gary that there was never a Thanksgiving-

Chicago, prostrated by fires 
and panics, is on her feet again, and every 
vein and artery is throbbing with life, and 
her muscles are hardened $gain with labor 
and striking strong blows on every field of 
industry. In the half-century of her exist-

matron, ruddy with health and shapely, sur- 


graceful daughters; the college youth, think- 
ing of the prerogatives of dawning man- 
hood; the boarding-school miss, thinking of 
her boy-lover; the 3-year-old girl, lisping a 
lullaby to her doll; the great-grandchild boy- 
baby, nursing in his mother’s arms; and the 
head of the house, swelling with the pride of 
gentle dominion, and smiling with an air of 
conscious hospitality. There is a great clat- 
ter of chairs, a rustle of garments, a hum of 
conversation, gradually subsiding into low 
whispers, and then a great silence—For the 
bounty of the land, the sea, and the air, for 
health, and fortitude, and hope, may we be 
grateful now and forever. Amen! What 
delicious oysters!’ ‘* Yes, they are blue- 
points; they flatter the digestive organs and 
stimulate without wearying them.” A drop 
of lemon juice, and a suspicion of salt; 
that’s all,—no, fill the glasses with sherry. 
Isn’t that a fine-flavored wine, grandma? 
This is exqufsit porcelain: how flinty and 
yet how soft the effect of the glaze! It is 
Sévres ware, not more beautiful, perhaps, 
but a trifle more dainty than its English 
rival, the Royal Worcester,—the difference 
between the gentle blonde woman and the 
overpowering brunet., How triumphs in 
pottery recall the heroic struggles and mar- 
tyrdom of Palissy! But hereis the soup. It 
is bouillon, transparent and the color of am- 
ber. How it tickles the palate of the epi- 
cure! There is a wait,“ and the table is 
made to groan under its loadof lamb, the 
roast-beef of old England, and the con ven- 
tional turkey of New England; and grandpa 
tells how he was driven in disgrace from his 
first Thanksgiving dinner by his Puritanic 
ancestor for laughing immoderately in the 
presence of “the minister,”—a disciple of 
Cotton Mather. Soon there is a clatter of 
knives and forks, and the little folks are very 
still, and conversation among the elders flags, 
and the savory viands are washed down with 
generous draughts of red Burgundy. And 
then the whole company sighs asigh of satis- 
faction, and looks wistfully at the butler, who 
fills the glasses with champagne. And toasts 
are drunk, and there are speeches, and jokes 
go round, and there is great merriment, and 
the walls echo peals of laughter in every 
key, from the cracked voices of old age to 
the bell-like tones of youth, childhood, and 
babyhood. It is well, for the citadel is yet to 
be stormed, in the form of a salad, a huge 
plum-pudding, cake, ices, fruits, and coffee. 
There are accidents to fill up the time while 
the palled appetite takes anew edge. In 
clicking glasses to the toast—“ May William 
graduate with all the honors, and may he de- 
serve them too’’—the college student’s frail 
giass is shivered, and the champagne flows

quickly sobers the whole party.. Then the 
puddings, and the ices, and the cakes, and the 
coffee go round, and thereis more merri- 
ment, more jokes, and more stories; and 
hours have passed, and the sun has sunk far 
down in the west, and grandpa and grandma 
are weary with the long sittmg, and the col- 
lege student ‘hastens away to join a 
comrade, and the boarding-school miss 
retires to the bay-window to read 
5 book of sentimental poetry, and 
the lisping 3-year-old discovers that 
her doll is stuffed with sawdust and wails. 
Everybody is a trifle dyspeptic and queru- 
lous, But the boy-baby is as happy as a King. 
He has had a nap, and he opens his big eyes 
and stares aboutin great glee, and coos, and 
crows, and laughs at the miseries of his el- 
ders and betters until the tears run in streams 
down his dimpied cheeks. Then the suffer- 
ers laugh too, and almost forget that they are 
overloaded with roast-beef and plum-pud- 
ding, until they grow red in the face and 
manifest symptoms of apoplexy.

England, ‘There are dinners consisting of a

with no sauce but suffering; dinners 
without jokes, or stories, or laughter; din- 
ners where the only guest is Despair and the 
only seasoning is tears. The poor ye have 
always with you. Just round the corner, 
only a square, there is a family whose larder 
is empty and whose purse is empty too. On 
a wretched cot, half covered with rags, lies 
a child worn and emaciated with fever. She 
moans with pain, and into her cheeks comes 
a hectic flush, This family want not merely 
a Thanksgiving dinner; they want every- 
thing necessary to make life endurable. 
They are poor and neéd food; they are 


afflicted and need comforting; they are sick | 


and need the ministering angel of sympathy. 

And this family is only one of a thousand! 
In the alleys and narrow streets of the city, 
in cold and comfortless tenements, without 

coal, without sufficient clothing, without 

friends, without hope, they appeal despair- 
ingly for one drop of Christian charity. To 
them Thanksgiving is a mockery,—a cruel, 

tantalizing mockery. Who will relieve these 
distressed ones? They arein the image of 
God. Their hearts are wrung with bitter an- 
guish ; the white-winged angel Hope no longer 
flutters at the windows of their soul; despair 

is there prompting to evil deeds. Who will 
lift, fora day, the scourge of poverty from 
these wretched firesides? Who will plant 

once more the germ of hope in these stricken 
hearts? The grand dinner will be the more 
palatable for it, the wine will have a more 
fruity flavor, the voices of happy children 
will be the sweeter to the ear and heart of 
the doting parents. The benedictions of the 
poor sanctify the homes of the rich. How 
can we say as did Tiny Tim—“ God bless us 
ali!”—until we have blessed the poor with a 
Thanksgiving dinner ? 


WHAT TO DO WITH HIM. 

The election of Gen. Garfield to the Presi- 
dency has left a vacancy in the Ohio Senate, 
and achange in the Cabinet will, if the 
change be total, leave the present Secretary 
of the Treasury unemployed, and at liberty 
to seize the vacancy in the Senate, if he can. 
If Ohio were like the majority of States, and 
had only one, or at most two great men, this 
little difficulty could be settled by the mere 
transfer of Mr. Sherman to the Senate. But 
Ohio has at least twenty gentlemen who 
have expressed a willingness to go to the 
Senate, and who have decided objections to 
the election of Mr. Sherman to that place. 
Mr. Sherman has been continuously for 
thirty years in public life, and, considering 
the fecundity of statesmanship in Ohio, the 
number of men who have grown up in that 
time, and who do not want to wait until the 
Sherman family dies out, is not perhaps so 
surprising. 

Among these aspirants is Gov. Foster. 
This gentleman has been in Congress, where 
he served with ability and distinction. To 
keep him out the Democrats literally abol- 
ished his district, or rather rendered it im- 
possible for the Republicans to elect him. 
He is personally popular; a man of great en- 
ergy, an able debater, he has won the hearts 
ot the people of Ohio. In 1879 he was a can- 
didate for Governor, not from choice but in 
the interests of his party, and to his personal 
efforts is due the fact that Ohio has been pre- 
served to the Republicans. His term of office 
as Governor will expire next year. The of- 
fice under the Ohio Constitution is purely 
honorary. The pay is beggarly, the power a 
shadow, the patronage nil. Without a veto, 
the Governor of Ohio has little more official 
authority than a Justice of the Peace. 

Gov. Foster seeks the vacant Senatorship, 
nor does he abate in his ambition because 
Secretary Sherman is also a candidate for the 
same place. He.thinks the State and the 
country may survive the loss of Mr. Sherman 
from the Senate, and from the Treasury De- 
partmentif the new President does not re- 
tain him. 

On the other hand, Mr. Sherman’s general 
service of a quarter of acenturyin the pub- 
lic seBvice has been of value to the country. 
The world has moved rapidly in that time, 
and if the country has moved faster at times 
than he has, he has never failed to do his 
best as well as he could. Though lacking in 
many of the elements of personal popularity, 
his integrity has commended him to 
people who disliked him personally 
and have condemned his policies. 
As Secretary of the Treasury he 
has performed the duties ably, and while 
some of his fiscal notions have been wild and 
strange, as, for instance, his hostility to silver 
and his scheme to demonetize the greenbacks, 
even these have been overlooked because of 
his inability to sustain them, evenif he at 
heart approved them. The*’country, esti mat- 
ing Mr. Sherman at his true value, would 
have no objectionto his remaining in his 
present place, and certainly would prefer 
him to any other person inexperienced in 
general politics and apt to think more of his 
own opinions and the opinions of his class 
than would be safe to the country and to the 
public interests. 


DEFECTS IN THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM. 

Tue TRIBUNE recently exposed some of 
the most serious objections to the proposi- 
tion that the President of the United States 
shall be elected by a majority or plurality 
of the popular vote. There was nointention, 
however, of approving the present Electoral 
system as the mostlesirable that can be de- 
vised. In fact, almost every Presidential 
election reveals decided and even serious 
defects. There were several incidents in the 
late election that serve to illustrate the faulti- 
ness of choosing Electors who shall in turn 
choose the President. The loss of an Elector 
to the Democrats, who carried California, by 
scratching, and of another by a blunder to 
the Republicans, who carried Indiana, are 
cases in point. 

In California the defeat of Terry was due 
to personal unpopularity. Among the small 
majority who voted the Democratic ticket 
in that State there were enough who re- 
membered Terry’s previous political career, 
and who on that account refused to vote for 
him for any office, to reduce his vote below 
the lowest vote cast for any Elector on the 
Republican ticket. Yet the Democrats who 
refused to vote for Terry desired that Hancock 
should be elected, as is evident from the 
fact that these persons voted for all the 
other Hancock Electors: They were appar- 


ently willing to sacrifice Hancock, however, 


in order to gratify their animosity to Terry 
and to deprive the latter of an empty dis- 
tinction. The circumstances might easily 
have been such that the loss of Terry’s vote 
would have defeated Hancock, and in such 
case the personal resentment of a couple of 
hundred men on the Pacific Coast would 
have decided the Presidential election against 
the will of the majority, and even against 
their own desires. Such a contingency is 
palpably wrong; it would be absurd if its 
possible results were not so serious. 

The reported loss of a Republican Elector 
in Indiana is not less significant. In this 
case the loss is the result of confusion and 
blundering. It seems to have been discov- 


ered at a late hour that one of the regularly- 


nominated Republican Electors held some 
office that disqualified him under the consti- 
tutional provision, and the name of another 
person was substituted; but the change was 
made so late or in such a bungling manner 
that the Republican tickets in certain 
districts bore the name of Bennett, who 
had withdrawn, while the majority of the 
tickets bore the name of Parker, the sub- 


| stitute. Owing to this mistake Parker seems 


direction. 


to have run sufficiently behind his ticket to 
put his election in jeopardy. Had a similar 
mistake occurred in any Republican State 
four years ago it would have defeated Hayes 
and elected Tilden. The error could have 
been avoided in this case, because if the 
name of Bennett had been allowed to stand 
and it had been ascertained subsequently to 
his election that he was disqualified from 
acting, he could simply have remained away 
from the meeting of Electors, and the others 
would have had authority to fill the vacancy. 

There was another incident in the Indiana 
election which proves that the National in- 
terests are not sufficiently protected against 
the error or perfidy. of State officials. The 
Republican majority in that State seems to 
have been reduced from 6,500 to 3,000 votes by 
the failure of one of the State Marshals to re- 
port the vote of his district in time to have it 
included in the officia) count. It is not 
material to inquire where the blame for this 
omission should be located. It may have 
been the fault of the Governor, now de- 
ceased, or his associates in a delayed or care- 
less method of appointment, or it may have 
been the faultof the person appointed as 
Marshal. In either case this loss of 3,000 Re- 
publican majority in one district of Indiana 
might have deprived the Republican candi- 
date of the vote of that State after the peo- 
ple had given it to him fairly. 
have been so violent a negation of the popular 
will that it would undoubtedly have been 
resented, and it might have led to an open 
conflict before the controversy could be set- 
tled. 

These cases suggest several improvements 
in the National Electoral system that ought 
to be made without delay. Among them the 
follo wing are the most obvious: 

1. The intervention of Presidential Elect- 
ors in person is a fiction. The theory is that 
each State shall cast a certain number of 
Electoral votes, to be determined by the 
Congressional apportionment. These votes 
can be cast without the appointment 
of Electors. The meeting of the lat- 
ter has become altogether unnecessary, 
since their votes are predetermined by 
the popular vote of the State. A proper 
direction for the ascertainment of the vote 
for President from each State would serve 
the same purpose that the appointment of 
Electors by popular vote now serves, and the 
former plan would avoid the accidents, 
blunders, and personal resentments which 
now endanger the loss of one or more Elect- 
orsto the party in majority at any time, and 
thus threaten defeat of the popular will. 

2. The constitutional provision which now 
disqualifies an Elector when he holds ever 
so unimportant a position under the Gov- 
ernment has been rendered useless by the 
party obligations now imposed upon every 
man who is chosen as an Elector. The original 
theory of the present system was that the 
people should select a number of men who 
would use their own discretion in the choice 
of President. On this account it was desira- 
ble that those who were intrusted with such 
a serious responsibility should be free from 
the entanglements and influences of Govern- 
ment office. But the caucus system has 
changed allthis. Every Elector now appointed 
is bound by the most sacred obligations to 
vote for the particular candidate whom his 
party has previously nominated. No Elector 
would now dream of disregarding this party 
Hence it is no longer a matter of 
concern whether or not an Elector enjoys 


some old appointment as United States Com- 


missioner or runs a country post-office. 

3. It is evident that the National Govern- 
ment should exercise more immediate con- 
trol over the elections in the various States so 
far as National offices are involved. An 
illustration of this is afforded in Indiana by 
the loss of 3,000 majority owing to some local 
negligence or fault. Had the loss of so many 
votes through the biunder or perfidy of State 
officers deprived the Republican candidate 
of the vote of Indiana which the people have 
given him, it would seem that the United 
States Government has no power to set aside 
such injustice. If that be true, then the peo- 
ple of the entire country are constantly at the 
mercy of careless or intriguing State officers 
over whom they cannot exercise direct con- 
trol. 

It is highly important that there shall be a 
complete and searching revision of the entire 
Electoral system. If the present Congress 
shall not be willing to take hold of it, the 
matter will furnish proper material for con- 
sideration at an extra session of the Congress 
which has just been elected.

Six Partakers of the Poison Dead and 
Several Others Very Sick. 


Yesterday’s Developments at the Minnesota 
Hospital for the Insane. 


THE TENNESSEE POISONING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 24.—Further particulars are 
received here to-night of the terrible poisoning 
case in Tennessee. The marriage of Joel Hem- 
bric and Miss Jane Dale, of Roane County, drew 
a large company of the friends and relatives, 
who belong to the prominent families in the vi- 
cinity. The wedding had long been talked of, 
and was the social event of the year. After the 
ceremony the company were invited to the hos- 
pitable board of Col. Dale, the bride ana groom 
in the meantime withdrawing. The tabie was 
bountifully supplied, and all ate heartily. The 
evening was spent in festivities, and at a late 
hour another meal was served. After the sec- 
ond meal several guests began complaining of 
illness, but it was laughed off, and the gayety 
continued. About II p. m. a sudden lethargy 
seemed to overtake the whole company, and in 
a few minutes twenty-seven were unconscious. 
The few who retained consciousness set them- 
selves at work to resuscitate their companions, 
but without avail. Twelve were removed to 
other houses in the neighborhood, and as the 
news spread the whole country around was 
aroused with excitement, as nearly every promi- 
nent family had members present at the fatal 
feast. Such medical aid as could be summoned 
could give little relief, and in two days after the 
occurrence six of the wedding guests were dead. 
Robert Dale, the bride’s brother, died next day. 
Mike May, a relative of the groom, died in a few 
hours. Albert Gallagher and Miss Mattie Love- 
lace, well-k@own — ple, diea next day. 
Two young giris, Emma Peters and Kate Lowry, 
died witbin twenty-four hours. 

Col. Dale and wife are very low, and their 
death is momentarily ex pectea. 

The cause of the tragedy was using arsenic 
instead of salt forthe season of chickens. 
Col. Dale purchased a quantity arsenic a day 
or two before to kill crows, and carelesly left it 
in the kitchen. A blunder servant mistook 
it for salt, and hence the fatal results. ; 

None but those who partookof the chicken 
were poisoned.

WHEREAS, We deem it of great importance 
that an investigation be held, and all the facts 
relating thereto be ascertained, to the end that 
the cause of the calamity be knowz and the re- 
sponsibility for the same placed where it prop- 
erly belongs, and, believing that an investiga- 
tion conducted by the Governor of the State 
would be more satisfactory to the public than 
one made by the Board of Trustees: therefore, 

Resolved. That Gov. Pillsbury is hereby re- 
quested to appoint a suitable committee to in- 
vestigate all the facts and circumstances con- 
nected with the fire at the earliest day practica- 
ble, said committee to make a final report there- 
on to the Governor of all the facts bearing upon 
the subject and of their findings in the matter. 

Resolved, That the officers of the hospital be 
requested to furnish every facility to said com- 
mittee in their powerto enabie them to make 
their investigation as complete and thorough as 
possible. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously, and 
it offers an excellent solution of the investigation 
muddle. One more dead body has been discoy- 
ered among the ruins. That makes eighteen 
who have been found that were burned, and 
there are six more patients unaccounted for. 
One man has been heard from at Ashawa who au- 
swers the description of Quimby, reported dead, 
and he has been sent for. The patient who is 
suspected of having set the hospital on fire is 
stillin charge of the Sheriff.

THE DISASTER RECORD. 
ANOTHER VESSEL BEACHED. 

Only an effectual close of navigation can put 
an end to the difficulties encountered by the un- 
derwriters this season. Not a wind biows that 
does not lead to loud cills upon their surplus 
funds. The trouble began in April, and it has 
continued unceasingly since. The premium 
rates have been so low, and the losses so heavy, 
that few of the companies doing « marine busi- 
ness will be able to show a balance of receipts 
over expenditures. A prominent agent re- 
marked yesterday to the reporter of THs 
TRIBUNE that he doubted whether the entire re- 
ceipts for premiums taken by the Chi 
agencies the.present season will make good the 
losses sustained during the present month of 
November. 

The latest known call made upon the under- 
writers is by the Canadian schooner W. R. Tay- 
lor, which sailed from this port about ten days 
ago for Port Colborne with a cargo of 24,800 
bushels of corn. Announcement of a serious 
disaster, involv both vessel and cargo, is con- 
tained in the follow dispatch, received 
late Tuesday evening by Messrs. Atkins & Beck-

They do not thi however, that with 
nine feet of water in the hold the entire cargo 

dam Their first intention was to send 
the tug J. H. Hackley to the rescue with steam 
pump, etc. This scheme was dropped, however, 
and arrangements were made to send the tu 
Winslow from Escanaba, under the direction o 
Capt. Martin Biackburn. Capt. Blackburn left 
for Escanaba last evening, and by to-night the 
Winslow will be off for the scene of disaster. 

In case the Taylor is rescued the intention is to 
tow her to Manitowoc for repairs. 

The owners of the cargo, Messrs. William 
Young & Co., upon hearing of the disaster yes- 
terday, served notice of abandonment upon the 
underwriters. Their insurance amounts to 
$13,500, of which the Orient holds $6,750 and the 
New nape Mutual $6,750. 

The W. R. Taylor was built at Picton, Ont., by 
Dixon, in 1877. She is owned by William Leslie 
and others, and hails from Kingston, Ont. Her 
measurement tons, rating A2%, and 
valuation $18,000.

The Palmer was about 1 
o' clock Sunday morning, and at once proceeded 
on her way. All went well, conside that 
they were working with a broken wheel, until 
when about twenty-five miles this side of Point 
aux Barques, on Sunday morning, the Palmer's 
engine became disabled. She was obliged to let 
go of the Melbourne a second time. e Palmer 
then hoisted sail, and at the same time displayed 
signals of distress, which were seen by 
the tum A. J. Smith, and that towed her into 
Sand Beach, where her engine was temporarily 
airea. e Smith then went in search of the 
Melbourne, and, finding her, towed her into Sand 
Beach also. On Monday morning the vessels 
left for this port, and upon entering the St. 
Clair River the Smith took the lead and broke 
the ice. While cross Lake St. Clair the Mel- 
bourne ran into the Imer's stern, staving in 
her bulwarks and stanchions. It is the general 
opinion of the people on board the Smith that 
had she not picked up the Meibourne the latter 
would surely have foundered, as she was badly

According to the statement of Capt. Jenks, of 
the steam-barge Buckeye, the prevailing west- 
erly winds have barred up Muskegon harbor 
until now there is not ten feet of water in the 
channel. This is bad news, indeed, for the 
transportation companies having contracts for 
winter freighting. Grand Haven harbor has a 
bar so dangerous that the propellers Depere and 
Menominee cannot enter when there is a heavy 
sea running. It will be im ible, therefore, 
for these boats to find shelter at Muskegon, nor 
yet at Ludington, tor there the water also is less 
than ten teet deep over the bar. The only har- 
bor open to them on the coast is at Manistee, 
as matters now stand. Practically, no 
business of any importance can be done on the 
Grand Haven and Lud n routes by the win- 
ter freighters until the dangerous bars are cut 
away 1 sae especially employed for that pur- 
pose. is will involve an expenditure of sev- 
eral thousand dollars, which must be borne by 
the Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee and the 
Flintand Pére Marquette Railways.

Diphtheria versus Croup. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

CHIcaGco, Nov. 24.—Our energetic Health Offi- 
cer, Dr. De Wolf accounts for the sparsity of the 
reports of cases of diphtheria as compared with 
the actual number of cases existing, by saying 
that the medical fraternity are divided as to the 
nature of the disease. One class of*physicians, 
he says, maintain that there is no difference be- 
tween diphtheria and croup, and do not report 
the cases coming under their notice, while the 
other class, though recognizing the difference, 
somehow fail to do their duty. This isa serious 
matter when we consider the highly contagious 
mature of diphtheria, and its high rate of mor- 
tality in those of tender years. Croup on the 
other hand is not oontagious. 

It is indeed surprising in this age how these 
two diseases, so totally different in their origin, 
local maoifestations, and general behavior, 
should be confounded. Since the days of Dr. 
Fothergill, some ob! years ago, the nature of 
diphtheria and its isolation from croup bas been 
clearly defined by experienced, observant phy- 
sicians. Drs. Begbee of Edinburg, Scotland, 
Greenhow of London, and others have thor- 
oughly indorsed the difference between those 
two diseases. Our leading scientific physicians 
agree that the cause of diptheria is the inhaling 
of bacteria or fungi generated in imperfect 
sewerage during certain atmospheric conditions 
congenial to its growth, the disease manifesting 
itself in shape of plasma or chamois-leather 
looking hes on the, tonsils frequently ex- 
tending to the nostrils and windpipe, in its 
progress poisoning the whole system, death ter- 
minating must frequently by biood poisoning, 
sometimes by suffocation, when the exfoliation 
falls over or forms on the mouth of the wind- 


ipe. 

* Croup, on the other hand, is a purely local in- 
flammationgof the windpipe,—pvut a contagious 
disease,—induced by a sudden fall of tempera- 
ture, combined with an atmosphere highly 
charged with moisture; the inflammation rapid- 
ly manufacturing a false membranein the wind- 
pipe, but of a different character from the diph- 
theretic deposit. This local character of croup 
accounts for the greater success of tracheotomy 
—or opening of the windpipe—in this disease 
over diphtheria. 

In Sir Thomas Watson’s tracheotomy opera- 
tions at the Middiesex Hospital, London, for 
croup, 50 per cent were successful. The same 
operation for diphtheria rarely succeeds.

Mr. Joseph F. Tucker, General Traffic Man- 
ager of the Illinois Central, said soft coal canno 
be stored to any practical good,as it siakes 
too much like lime, but nevertheless the 
coal-dealers in the country were much 
to biame for the present scarcity in coal. They 
do not order this coal until compelled to do 80, 
and then they expect the railroads to deliver it 
to all ot them at once, There have been but 
few. cases of a want of coal at stations on tho 
Illinois Central, either in Illinois or lowa, and 
there shall be no suffering, no matter how severe 
the winter, if his road had to put every car it got 
into service. There have been no complaints, as 
far as he knew, in Iowa, and but very few in II- 
linois. He understood that there was considera- 
ble compiaint in Minnesota, but he thought this 
would be but temporary. The sudden cold snap 
was the cause of all this trouble, and there need 
ve no fear whatever of a coal famine in the 

est. 

The representatives of the Northwestern said 
there is considerable gon! of coal in Min- 
nesota and the Northwest, but it is not the fault 
of the roads. The railroads were furnishing ali 
the cars for coal they could spare, and as there 
was such a heavy demand in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the mines the orders cannot be filled at 
ones, and even the road is temporarily discom- 
moded by not getting all the coai it needs for 
its uses. But they think the trouble is but 
temporary, aud in a few weeks there will be all 
the coal t is needed. 

The officials of the Milwaukee & St. Paul give 
about the same reasons for the searcity of coal 
in the Northwest as those stated above, 

roads running east from Chicago are not 
coal roads. They depend entirely upon the 
trunk lines in the East. Freight Agent Alex- 
ander Mackay, of the Michigan Central, said 
that there is much complaint because coal is not 
being brought here more freely from the Penn- 
Sylvania mines. The roads at this end have to 
epend upon their Eastern connections, whose 
lines lead to the mines. There is not an East- 
ern road in this city which has cars enough to 
do all the business. This is not because the 
roads have not sufficient rolling-stock, but be- 
cause a large number of the cars of these roads 
are being used by the Eastern trunk lines in 
the transportation of grain. The large amounts 
of grain taken to New York lake ports by the 
lake lines has taxed the roads leading east 
from those points to their utmost capacity, and 
they used the cars of their Western connections 
in business. Most of the lake business has 
now been disposed of, and the Eastern trunk 
lines will have to d nd upon their Western 
connections for t ©. This will necessitate 
the return of the empty cars, and on their way 
back it will be an easy matter to load them with 
coal. Hence there are good prospects that the 
scarcity of Pennsylvania coal in this city will 
soon be over. The grain movement East is un- 
usually heayy just now, and as all the cars used 
in this business cannot get muck other return 
freight than coal, it is fair to presumathat from 
this forward carboniferous fuel from the East 
will pour in in great quantities,

The almost unanimeus expression of approval 
from those membersfof the Church and Society 
who had the pleasure of hearing Mr. Macintosh 
when be preached in this church on the second 
Sabbath in October, and the strong recommenonda- 
tion and indorsement given him by one of the 
most eminent pastors in our land as to his piety, 
intelligence, and pulpit and pastoral qualities. 
These, combined with the age, voice, address, 
manners, and other qualities of Mr. MacIntosh, 
fit him, it is believed, inan eminent degree to 
become the useful and successful pastor of this 
church.

the factory might last long and 
the venture might prove an unfortunate one. 
He next came to the city about the 20th of Feb- 
ruary with a note from Wheeler to W. 8. Elliott, 
who argued him into going ahead with the 
scheme, and who got 70 trom Hull, according 
to his own statement, to buy furniture and start 
the boarding-house. He also went to Keep's 
office again, and got another lot of stamps from 
Keep himself.

ABBEY’S CHANCES. 

Various statements have appeared from time 
to time in the newspapers relative to the con- 
tract between Manager Abbey and Sarah Bern- 
hardt. All these statements are, according to a 
New \ork correspondent of the Boston Herald, 
untrue, and he proceeds to recite the terms of 
the agreement. He says: 

All the reves reports on the subject men- 
tion a definit sum. e real basis of the con- 
tract is a division of receipts. Bernhardt re- 
ceives one-third of the gross receipts at all her 
performances, and Abbey keeps two-thirds, out 
of which he must pay the supporting company 
and other expenses. If the matter rested there, 
Abbey would have run small risk ot disaster; 
but, by a highly important clause, he agrees 
tha., if her third of the receipts‘at any perform- 
ance, falls below $500, he will make good the de- 
ficiency. The amount ofthe guarantee fund 
deposited in Paris was $50,000, or the stipulated 
$300 for ea sh of the 100 performances cove 
by the contract. Thus, the exacting Sarah was 
practically paid in advance a sum equal to 
what she could earn at home in five years, and 
had the probability of getting considerably 
more. This wos a jump for life or death by 
Abbey. Although he had for several years 
been a prosperous manager, he had no 
such capital as was required to put this 
big venture through with financial comfort. He 
had taken across the water enough money to 
make a tirst deposit of $5,000, and this he left, 
with a promise that the $45,000 should be there 
before the time came for her to sail. How was 
he to get it? Here came in acommendable bit 
of shrewdness. If he was compelled to deposit 
a guarantee fund in Paris, why shouldn't those 
out-of-towa managers who desired to bring 
Bernhardt to their theatres make such a fund 
in New York? That was the way he solved the 

robiem. It is said that he borrowed a few 
housands, for the cost of bringing over the 
company was great; but the stress was soon re- 
lieved by the early sale of boxes and seats. The 
financial management has been excellent 
throughout; but it would not have been pos- 
sibie if Abbey had not possessed a sound reputa- 
tion for .probity. Other managers in dealing 
with him knew that, if they lost by the specu- 
lation, it would not be through apy failure on 
bis part to do his best. Abbey has no partners, 
ali reports to the contrary notwithstanding. It 
has been published that Andrew J. Dam, Samuel 
Colville, T. Henry French, Albert Weber, Henry 
Rullmann, and others, were members of a 
syndicate formed by Abbey. Such is not the 
case, and this denial is not made from Abbey, 
but 4 — gentlemen named. 

Weber and Rulimann are connected with Abbey 
only by a side venture. They have paid $10,000 
cash down for the exclusive privilege of seliing 
books of the play inthe theatres where Bern- 
nardt acts, one-third of the money going to the 
actress. This is deemed too much, and it is 
probable that they will not cleara great deal, 
though Rullmann isan old and shrewd hand at 
the libretto business. Weber is the piano man- 
ufacturer, and gets a compensation in be the 
only advertiser admitted to the pages of the 
books.

Northwest common was the feature of the

the start, it advanced steadily all day, closing at 
the highest figure, 124%.

The rise was ac- 
companied by great excitement in the whole 
list, and nearly everything went up. St. Paul 
advanced from 105% to 110K, the preferred scil- 
ing at 123. Northwest preferred opened at 139% 
and closed at 46%. Vanderbilt was declared, on 
much better authority than street rumor, to be 
buying Northwest freely, taking all the 
stock offered.

ing to, another. The only cloud in the sky were 
some faint specks of trouble about Granger 
legislation.

Milwaukee auland the Chicago & North- 
western, are to-day earning enormous divi- 
dends on their stock, while money in 
the Fast is plenty at 8 per cent per 
annum. These roads are earning, according 
to their published statements, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, ll per cent; Chicago & Nothwestern, 15 
per cent on both common and preferred stock. 
As the common stock cost nothing, and as the 
bulk of the stock in Both companies is common 
stock, you can readily see that they are in re- 
ality earning from 2% to 40 per cent on their 
original investment. Wages are lower, and all 
running expenses, as well as iron and ail mate- 
rial requisit and necessary to build and equip 
railroads. They readi'y place their bonds and 
borrow money at 5 per cent per annum, but 
make the farmers 
freight rates, and that enables them to declare 40 
per cent dividend. No wonder they wax fat, ana 

openly boast they will control all legislation 
which is opposed to them by buying up the mom- 
bers. Northwestern stock to-day is quoted at 
140, or 40 per cent above par, when ten years ago 
it was but 70, while the common stock of St. 
Paul, which was at 11 at that time. is now 105, 
and yet they raise freight tive cents per bushel. 

The above was prominently printed in the 
financial column of a New York daily. It may 
have been furnished by some agonized short, 
but, if so, evidéntiy failed of its purpose, as the 
Grangers have made their highest quotations 
since. Itisa noticeable feature of the move- 
ment in Northwest and St. Paul that the rise has 
brought out for sate very little long stock. Most 
of the sellers have been street traders, who had 
a profit and took it. The large h ders are still 
holding on. 

Money fluctuated, rising at one time as high 
as 6 per cent per annum and 1-16 per cent a day 
premium, equivalent to 25 per cent a year. At 
the close it was offered at 54 per cent, and the 
market was described as a fairly easy one at 5@ 
6 per cent. There are not wanting bulis who 
asseverate that they expect active and even 
tight money, and do not believe it will have any 
influence to stop the upward movement. For- 
eign exchange was very weak in New York, 
on account of the condition of the money 
market. The largest borrowers both in Chicago 
and New York are caiculating upon stiff rates 
for money all the winter, and have made their 
arrangements accordingly. The effect of con- 
tinued high rates on stock speculation can 
hardly be to stimulate it, but it must be remem- 
bered that some of the strongest movements in 
the history of Wall street have been in times of 
monetary activity. 

The New York Herald says it has the very best 
of authority for stating that after the next divi- 
dend shali have been paid Lake Shore and Mich- 
gan Central will be permanently established as 8 
per cent stocks, paying their dividends quarter- 
iy. Central & Hudson is likely to do more. It 
is understood that parties most immediately in- 
terested are in favor of doubling the stock and 
dividing 5 per cent upon the new stock or 10 per 
cent upon the present issue,

Pig-iron is in 
good request at stronger prices than prevailed a 
fortnight ago. Coai remained firm as previous- 
ly quoted. 

Lumber was steady at the yards. Trade has 
fallen off since the cold weather, but the ship- 
ments on old contracts gre fair, and the receipts 
have been light for some days back, so that 
stocks are probably not changing much either 
way. The fleet is arriving, and higher prices are 
usked for good carroes. Wool was in demand 
and firm. The course of the London auction- 
sales is expected to decide the future of the 
wool market.
